On ad isaion hers he complained of epigastric distress with a feeling of fullness 
and of nausea and vomiting, which was relieved by food. -The physical examination was 
essentially negative, as was the laboratory work. Gastro-intestinal examination by 
x-ray on 19 May 1946, and 16 June 1946, revealed a duodenal ulcer with slight deformity 
of the duodenal cap. Treats aent lias consisted of bland diet, belladonna, and pheno- 
barbital with continuation of symptoms. The gastro-intestinal series on 31 Aug 1946, 
was reported ass "Esophagus and stomach negative. Duodenal ulcer with deformity of 
duodenal capo Deformity has not increased since the last examination. There is some 
scarring of tne mucosa but there is no demonstrable crater. Ho obstruction." 

According to the history obtained from the patient his symptoms first began in 
April 1943, at whioh time he held his present commissioned rank of Lt. There is 
nothing in the current health record or history to rebut the presumption of soundness 
prior oo that time. 

In view of tne recurrence of a duodenal ulcer, ana its persistence as demonstra¬ 
ted by x-ray evidence w.ile under tre haent, it is the opinion of tne Board that tnis 
officer is not physic tiy fit te perform all the duties of his rank, and that he 
should be ordered to appear before a retiring board. Maximum benefits of hospitalise-*

2. Tour resignation fror* the Naval ieaerve, in which you have serve A so 
honorably, has lean received with regret. It has come to the Arena's 
attention that in a few cases Naval Reserve officers have realcoed and 
shortly thereafter applied for reinstatement. This indicates that some 
Reserve officer's do not clearly minders tand their status in the Volunteer 
Reso:*ve.

A report of your examination on December 11, 1947, has been carefully 
considered, together with all other evidence in your case file. It 
has been determined that your previous rating of 10$ disabled due to 
your duodenal ulcer condition should be confirmed and continued. 

Your right shoulder condition was held 10$ disabling. Your artriritis 
condition of the right hip, spine, and ankles was held to be 10$ dis¬ 
abling from February 17, 1946 to December 10, 1947, and 2 0$ disabling 
from December 11, 1947* 

Your ini'lamation of the eyes condition was held to be 10$ disabling. 
Your condition of astigmatism is not a disability for which compensa¬ 
tion can be paid. 

Hie condition of sprained left knee claimed by you is not shown by the 
evidence of record. 

Your combined rating is 30$ disabled from February 17, 1946 to December 
10, 1947, and 1+0$ disabled from December 11, 1947. Your award has been 
adjusted to pay you at the rate of 034.50 monthly from February 17, 

1946 to August 31, 1946j #41.40 monthly from September 1, 1946 to 
December 10, 1947; and #55.20 monthly from December 11, 1947. You will 
receive the increased amount in due course, less prior payments.

2. Ry reference (b) the Secretary of the Navy is directed to establish 
boards to review, at the request of any officer retired or released from 
active service, without pay, for physical disability pursuant to the decision 
of a retiring board or a board of medical survey, the findings and decisions 
of such board for the purpose of further adjudicating his right to retirement 
for physical disacility. In carrying out its duties under this section such 
board of review shall have th ■ s me powers as exercised by the board whose 
findings and decisions are being reviewed. 

3. To warrant retirement for physical disability an officer of the Navy or 
Naval Reserve must be permanently incapacit ted for active naval service. 

It is to be expected that many of the officers who served in the Reserve 
components during the war will have aggravated a previously existing cefect 
to a disabling de ree or may have suffered a disease or injury in the service 
vihich causes a partial disability even to the point of providing a more or 
less serious handicap in the resumption of normal civilian activities. 

These officers are eligible to receive compensation from the Veter ns 1 
Administration] this was the obvious intent of Congress in providing for 
such compensation. An officer may not be considered for physical disability 
retirement, however, unless his physical incapacity is the result of an 
incident of the service and such that he is incapable of performing his 
duties at all, or in other words, he must be unable to perform them as to 
reasonably fulfill the purpose of his employment.

per cent, from February 17, 1946 until December 10, 1947; and a 
twenty per cent, rating from December 12, 1947 for right hip, 
dorsal spine, and recurrent myositis. Then they rerated him and 
from February 17, 1947 to December 10, 1947 gave a combined rating 
of thirty per cent., and forty per cent, from December 12, 1947 
(see Exhibit 2(3)). The Tdiole thing as it stands today amounts 
to a forty per cent, combined rating, which he is receiving on tils 
various disabilities that the Veterans Administration presumably 
found to be of service origin. To ay mind, gentlemen, the Navy 
doesn't have sufficient evidencs or Information that the duodenal 
ulcer is disabling for the performance of naval duty* 

I cannot offer anything else, gentlemen. I am merely interested in 
this applicant receiving the benefit of the doubt. 

The petitioner's representative desired to oaks no further statement. 

Ho member of the Board desired to question further the petitioner 1 » repre¬ 
sentative. 

All persons not members of the Board were excused from further attendance. 

The Board is of the opinion that the defect for which the petitioner was 
medically surveyed, namely, ulcer, duodenum, is not the result of his own 
misconduct, wee incurred in the line of duty, did not exist prior to his 
appointment as an officer in the U. S. Naval Reserve, but that this condition 
is usually remediable and does not permanently disqualify the petitioner for 
useful active duty In the naval service. 

The Board, therefore, recommends that the petitioner be not authorized to 
appear before a naval retiring board.

1. Subject officer entered this hospital on the 13th of October for 
complete physical examination to determine his present physical 
condition in accordance with authority contained in reference (a). 


2. Upon admission Lt. Hubbard complained of chronic Inflammation of 
both eyes with photophobia and lacrimation; pain and soreness of the 
right shoulder, spine, right hip and both ankles; and indigestion 
associated with periodic attacks of epigastric pain* These symptoms 
have been present more or less continually since hia release from 
active duty December 5, 1945* Prior to separation he had been 
hospitalised for seven months with a diagnosis of duodenal ulcer and 
on September 10, 1945 a Board of Medical Survey found him unfit for 
service and recommended his appearance before a Naval Retiring Board. 
This recommendation was disapproved by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery and he was subsequently found physically and 
dentally qualified for release to inactive duty. 


3. The routine physical examination revealed the presence of a chronic 
bilateral conjunctivitis of an allergic type, a compound myopic astig¬ 
matism with uncorrected visual acuity of 6/20 in each eye, some tenderness 
to deep palpation in the upper mid-abdomen and slight limitation of motion 
at the right shoulder joint. Routine blood and urine examinations were 
within normal limits. Special examinations of the teeth, nose, throat 
and ears revealed no essential deviations from the normal. X-ray 
examination showed normal lung fields, heart and mediastinal structures. 













Film and fluoroscopic examination of the upper gastrointestinal 
tract indicated the presence of a tender duodenal cap which was 
long, defective, and which Bhowed an inconstant crater. Films of 
the various joints throughout the body disclosed the presence of 
soft tissue calcification in the region of the insertion of the 
supraspinatue muscle of the right shoulder and moderate bony- 
productive changes involving the bodies of the mid-dorsal spine. 

Very minimal changes of this nature were seen involving the lumbar 
vertebral bodies. All other joints appeared normal. 

4. From a review of the medical record together with the present

The opinion and recommendation of the Board in this case are as follows: 

"The Board is of the opinion that the defect for which the 
petitioner was medically surveyed, namely, ulcer, duodenum, 
is not the result of his own misconduct, was incurred in the 
line of duty, did not exist prior to his appointment as an 
officer in the U. S. Naval Reserve, but that this condition 
is usually remediable and does not permanently disqualify the 
petitioner for useful active duty in the naval service, 

n The Board, therefore, recommends that the petitioner be not 
authorized to appear before a naval retiring board." 

The record was forwarded to this office by the Chief of the Bureau of Med¬ 
icine and Surgery and the Chief of Naval Personnel with the recommendation 
that the opinion and recommendation of the Naval Medical Survey Review 
Board be approved. 

The record was referred to the Retirement Advisory Board and after a thor¬ 
ough review of the record and careful consideration of the case, the Re¬ 
tirement Advisory Board recommended that the opinion and recommendation 
of the Hava-1 Medical Survey Review Board be disapproved, and that Lieu¬ 
tenant LaFayette R. Hubbard, U, S. Naval Reserve, be authorized to appear 
before a n; val retiring board. 

In reviewing the record of proceedings of the Naval tied!cal Survey Review 
Board in this case, it is noted that three officers of the Medical Corps 
were present when this board convened, were sworn and signed the record of 
proceedings; whereas, in conformity with 38 TT, S. Code 6931 (a), paragraph 
8 of the precept convening this board, JAGiIiLH'JJimhw, signed by the Acting 
Secretary of the Navy on 8 March 1948, states as follows: 

"8. Not more than five members, two of whom shall be officers 
of the Medical Corps, shall act in any one case." 

In view of the above, it is my opinion that the proceedings of the Naval 
Medical Survey Review Board in this case are not legal; accordingly, it is 
recommended that the proceedings, opinion, and recommendation thereof be dis¬ 
approved.

Statement concerning age error on both Mont. N.G. and FMCR 
enlistment papers. 


In 1926 or 1927, whichever year is shown, these papers not 
being in my possession, I enlisted in the Montana national 
Guard, 163rd Infantry, Headquarters Cpmpany, located 
at Helena, Montana, at the speoifio request of the late 
Captain Ferguson, my father’s friend, and who was then in 
command. 

Captain Ferguspn I informed of my age, which was sixteen. 

In order to enlist I would have to have a consent paper 
from my parents. These I had recently left in Guam. 

Captain Ferguson put down my age as eighteen to save the 
four or five months It would have taken to have communicated 
with my parents - airmail not being in service at that time 
and transports very few. This practice was quite usual 
and the company was filled with young men out of High School. 

I served only a few months in this company for I was recalled 
to the tropios.by my parents. 


In 1930 I enlisted in the Fleet Marine Corps Reserve, 20th 
Regiment, Company G and because my papers read in error 
and because no oath or birth certificate was involved, the 
error was perpetuated, whether correctly or not I cannot 
state. 

I have an official age with the Navy, my correct age, which 
has been on record most of ray life. 

This error of age is regretted at this time even though It 
is very usual. I have the precedence of my own father, 
Lt.-Cmdr, H.R,Hubbard (SC) USN who, being five years younger 
than needful at the time of his entrance into the service, 
was officially five years older than the truth until sometime 
in the twenties when this was of fi*' ■*"

Capt. LaFayette Ronald Hubbard reported to this office 
on July 20, 19k& for routine physical examination. He gave history 
and showed documentary evidence from the U. S. Naval Hospital at 
Oakland, California, of being disabled on three counts: Intermittent 
lameness in the right hip due to bone infection, marked decrease in 
visual acuity, and duodenal ulcer confirmed by X-ray findings* 

Physical examination at this time does not reveal any 
aggravation of his hip condition. Test of the visual acuity shows 
right eye uncorrected: 20/100, corrected: 20/70, Left eye uncorreetedr 
20/100, corrected: 20/50. Both eyes corrected: 20/50. With regard 
to the duodenal ulcer, he is still on medication and is unable to do any 
routine duties without interruption. 

In view of these findings, it does not seen to us that a 
disability of 10?S adequately expresses the amount of infirmity present 
and we feel that his rating should be markedly increased.

I wish to qualify the statement In view of the feet that such 
report oone to ne through uy executive officer and, who on further discus¬ 
sion, states that he said that the eo a ndn e n told hi* that SC's operating 
with the Sound School normally anchored during the night at the anchorage 
s pe cified while under orders to rsooin at eoa, the purp ose of this being to 
keep the* dices to the operating area and save wear and tear on their no- 
cbinary and personnel. 1 was at no time aware of any irregularity In ay 
anchoring aa we later did and do not now believe that 1 departed fro* ay 
orders and Instructions, having in the absence of proper advice acted In ac¬ 
cordance with naval practice in this area to the best* of ay belief. 

2. Q. Captain, why did you anchor at the Coronados Islands in the po¬ 
sition shown fay the testimony on the 28th of June? 

A* Because I have no officer with nere than three and one-half sooths 
total officer of the deck experience aboard naval vessels and because it woe 
foggy and there were kelp beds and namioan to navigation In *y designated 
operating area, which X did not leave. By so entering I would have had to 
spend the entire sight on the bridge a thing which X have done on the ship 
many tines before. On three separate occasions whan leaving ay officers In 
charge of the bridge they hove become lost, a fact which was dangerous to 
the safety of the ship. X an attempting to remedy their lack of experience 
aa rapidly as possible but at the tine in question X do net think any com¬ 
manding officer sensible of his responsibilities oould have guaranteed the 
safety of his chip iwilesa he utilised an existing anchorage. There was no ' 
reason to continue stemming in these waters through the night. 

3. Q. Have you observed any firing fay aircraft or surface vessels an 
the targets which were observed fay this board on July 1st? 

A. Tee. During the entire tine of our operation In this area 1 had 
to give considerable attention to the danger of aircraft bomba falling 
around the targets which were does to our sound operations, and an July 1st 
it is an established fact that aircraft were firing machine guns near these 
targets. Additional bombing was witnessed fay acrN&f and *y officers well 
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Inside those inters re fer red to as Uaadoan Territorial liters. The boob 
target being just to the south of middle Coronados and off the middle of 
south Coronados. In view of the considerable amount of aircraft mnahins 
cannon firing, aircraft bombing and destroyer depth-charging ahead by the 
Coronados Islands I believe I mas justified in interpreting the aircraft 
targets, aa located by the Board on Exhibit'T''as being In a firing ana and 
it was upon this that Z based my decision tc train ay three-lash gun crag. 

4* Q. On Saturday, the 26th of June, 1943, mas there a discussion at 
the Saturday Operations Conference, at the Eleventh Naval District Head¬ 
quarters, oonearning firing in the areas designated for operations? 

A* Tea, At the conclusion of the conference I found that I had con¬ 
siderable time at sea unoccupied by assigned and scheduled exercises or 
drills. I asked Coemender Ferguson, Operations Officer of Panarfcr, Fleet 
Operational Training Command, Pacific, regarding my lack of time to train 
my crew In firing and asked that additional firing particularly at planes 
be scheduled for me. He answered that this was not necessary, as I could 
request planes which would tow sleeves far me from the Aircraft Training 
Command (V.T-7). On my own authority I asked hin if he would so schedule 
me for firing and he answered that such schedule was not necessary. He re¬ 
ferred me to lieutenant (jg) Mosher of the Aircraft Training Command (VJ-7) 
who sew at the conference and said Lieutenant (jg) Mosher would arrange with 
me to send me targets and permit me to specify how Z wished the pieces to 
betanvw during the firing, and specify the firing area.

The precept, copy prefixed hereto, was read. 


By statement over Ms written signature in the petition, copy appended mark¬ 
ed Exhibit 1(1) and 1(2), the petitioner indicated that he did not desire to 
appear before the Board in person and designated a representative of the 
above-named organization to appear in his behalf, 

!rhe following was read: A letter, dated May 19, 1946, signed by Otto C. 
Richter, with attached copy of an undated letter, signed by G. J. Walsh, copy 
appended marked Exhibit 2(1), 2(2), 2(3) and 2(4). 


President of the Board: 

This is the case of Lieutenant LaFayette Ronald Hubbard, which has 
been certified to this Board by the Chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel. We have carefully reviewed the medical and service 
records and are now ready for any additional statement or evidence 
you may wish to present, 

^etitioner's repres ent ative: 

Counsel has no additional evidence to offer in this case, I would like 
to call your attention to the fact thrt the only inference to this so- 
called duodenal ulcer was confirmed in September of 1945* There is 
nothing indicating that Mr. Hubbard has been in a hospital recently, 
and it is ny opinion that before this Board takes any definite action 
one way or another it would be acting in the best interest, not only 
of the applicant but of the service, to .^ind out just exactly what 
his present condition is. I would recommend that the Board exercise 
its prerogative to authorize his admittance to a naval hospital for 
appropriate studies. That is all I have to offer in this case. 
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Petitioner's representative questioned by a member of the Board: 


1. ( 4 , It is noted that a statement accompanying Mr. Hubbard's petition, 

copy appended marked Exhibit 1(2), states that he spent the ensuing 
year in a civilian hospital at his own expense. It is presumed 
that he means immediately following his release. Has he furnished 
you with any evidence of such hospitalization? 


A. He has not. All that I have is an outline of an examination 
conducted by the Veterans Administration, showing the various 
ratings with the dates, copy appended marked Exhibit 2(1), 2(2), 
2(3), and 2(4), but there is nothing showing that the Veterans 
Administration actually hospitalized him. I don't know and couldn't 
find in the record that ary such information is available to the 
Board. For instance, on February 13, 1946, the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion received from him an application for compensation^^ the 
following; Duodenal ulcer; pains in side; headaches; eyes; rheuma¬ 
tism (Reiters Disease); left knee sprain; conjunctivitis, active; 
arthritis, right hip and shoulder; recurrent malaria (see Exhibit 
2(2)). On February 12, 1947, the Veterans Administration assigned 
the following ratings based on two Veterans Administration ex¬ 
aminations and a letter from Dr. Walsh: Ten per cent, rating from 
February 17, 1946, for duodenal ulcer; ten per cent, rating from 
February 17, 1946, for bursitis, calcified, right shoulder; ten 
per'cent, from February 17, 1946 until December 10, 1947; and a 
twenty per cent, rating from December 12, 1947 for right hip, 
dorsal spine, and recurrent myositis. Then they rerated him and 
from February 17, 1947 to December 1C, 1947 gave a combined rating 
of thirty per cent., and forty per cent, from December 12, 1947 
(see Exhibit 2(3)). The whole thing as it stands today amounts 
to a forty per cent, combined rating, which he is receiving on his 
various disabilities that the Veterans Administration presumably 
found to be of service origin. To .ny mind, gentlemen, the Navy 
doesn't have sufficient evidence or information that the duodenal 
ulcer is disabling for the performance of naval duty. 


I cannot offer anything else, gentlemen. I am merely interested in 
this applicant receiving the benefit of the doubt. 

The petitioner's representative desired to make no further statement. 

No member of the Board desired to question further the petitioner's repre¬ 
sentative. 


All persons not members of the Board were excused from further attendance. 

The Board is of the opinion that the defect for which the petitioner was 
medically surveyed, namely, ulcer, duodenum, is not the result of his own 
misconduct, was incurred in the line of duty, did not exist prior to his 
appointment- as an officer in the U, S, Naval Reserve, but that this condition 
is usually remediable and does not permanently disqualify the petitioner for 
useful active duty in the naval service. 


The Board, therefore, 
appear before a naval 


recommends that the petitioner be not authorized to 
retiring board.
